residents of Lily Dale. It will be our 
mission in this to answer as fully as 
possible all these questions. 

Do you have special rates on the rail- 
roads from our city to Lily Dale? 

The place to learn about rates is from 
your ticket agent. He will be able to 
tell you more about routes and rates 
than anyone here, as that is his business, 
In many cases we do not even know 
what road your city is on. 

Do you have good water? 

Underlaying the whole of Fern Island, 
on which Lily Dale is located, is a strat- 
um of pure, clear water which is reached 
by drive wells. These wells are from 
twelve to thirty feet deep and no mat- 
ter where you drive, between these 
depths you will find perfectly pure water 
and so cold that ice is not used in many 
houses. 

What are the prices of rooms? 

In central locations, they are naturally 
higher than farther back. They range in 
price from $1.50 per week to the same 


per day, according to location and fur- 
nishing. Good rooms in central locations 
are being offered at from $10 to $25 for 
the entire season of six weeks. Beds 25 
to 50 cents per night. 

What is the price of board? 

Meals at hotels and restaurants, 25 
cents andup. Table board $4.00 and up. 

Are there stores on the grounds and 
are the prices high? 

There are two grocery stores, meat 
market, bakery, notion store and stands 
where you can buy ordinary camp sup- 
plies. The grocery stores carry a stock 
of goods suitable for campers, such as 
canned meats, bread, cookies, etc., and 
their prices are about the same as they 
are in other places. 

What does it cost to stay on the 
grounds? 

Fifteen cents admission. Then 10 cents 
for each day you stay on the grounds, 
and if you stay the entire season, you 
can buy a season ticket good for the 
forty-five days for $3.50. This includes 
admission to all lectures, tests, etc., held 
in the auditorium and Library Hall by 
the Association. Speakers and mediums 
frequently hold classes and thereare enter- 


tainments at which admission is charged, 
but this admits you to conference or 
lecture in the morning, lecture in the 
afternoon, Thought Exchange in the 
evening and Forest Temple meetings 
twice a day free. 

What do the mediums charge? 

From 25 cents to $2 for sittings and 
circles. Most of the best class. of med- 
iums such as the phenomenal test med- 
iums and physical seances and slate 
writers and materializing mediums charge 
one and two dollars. 

Be careful about buying ticket and hav- 
ing your trunk checked to Lily Dale. 
While this is Cassadaga campmeeting, it 
is located at Lily Dale. 

In going from the east to west, you 
can make connections at Dunkirk with 
the Lake Shore & Michigan Southern and 
the Nickel Plate Railroads. The first 
named road operates the D. A. V. & P., 
on which Lily Dale is located and runs 
into the same depot. Passengers from 
the Nickel Plate must transfer. 

Connections are made with the Erie at 
Falconer Junction, near Jamestown both 
roads running into the same depot. 

There are facilities for boating and 


fishing and during the early part of the 
open season there are many pond lillies 
in the lakes. 

There are 188 cottages on the grounds 
that are occupied during the summer, 
and 19 other buildings, some of which 
are hotels and sleeping places, making 
202 buildings in all; there will be no 
dearth of places to room and board. 

The question so often asked, ‘Will you 
give me the name of some person who 
will furnish me good room and board?” 
is superfluous. Not one person in fifty 
will engage rooms until reaching here, 
unless they have been here before, and 
they will have no difficulty in locating 
themselves in an hour or two after 
arriving. If you want to rent a cottage 
for the season, write to Mrs. Nellie War- 
ren, who makes a specialty of renting, 
enclosing stamp for reply. Right here it 
might be proper to say that whenever 
you write to anyone here or elsewhere 
for information, it is an imposition on 
good nature not to enclose stamp. If 
it is not worth return postage to you 
to receive the information, it certainly is 
not worth it to anyone else for the priv- 
ilege of giving it to you.

Report of the Missionary of the N, S. A. 


Two months have passed since we 
made our last report to the Spiritualists 
through the medium of the press. 

During the sixty-one days of March 
and April we held sixty-four meetings, 
visited eighteen towns, organized and 
chartered seven new societies and visited 
seven of the old chartered associations. 
Three of these societies have met with 
adverse conditions, neglected . their fer 
capita dues, but new interest was creat- 
ed they paid their arrearages and were 
reinstated. 

Our meetings were held in Court 
houses, town halls, opera houses, lodge 
halls, two of them in parlors, two in 
school-houses, and sixteen of them in 
churches of the following denominations: 
United Brethren, Quaker or Friends, 
Baptist (Close Communion), and four 
temples belonging to the Spiritualisis. 
We enjoyed holding meetings in our own 
temples, and will be glad when every 
society owns one. Š 

Our lecturés and messages were re- 
ceived with evident appreciation by all 
classes. We received many congratula- 
tory words and expressions of thankful- 
ness from the Spiritualists, and also 
from others some of whom heard the 
Sweet message of Spiritualism for the 
first time. 

It is a great satisfaction to us to 
know that our National Organization is 
growing in favor with the people as 
they learn through experience and other- 
wise of the great work it is doing for 
our Cause. 

No one objects to organization any 
more. All are anxious for assistance 
from either State or National organiza- 
tion. 

It is to be regretted that the N. S. A. 
has not yet grown to such proportions 


do this at presen i 0 ; 
is doing a great dea ; 
along, while it gives great promise of 
becoming able to widen its field of labor 
in the future until its power will be felt in 
every community in the land. 
We believe that our work the past 
two months, as in the last year and a 
half demonstrates beyond a question 
that the Spiritualists are ready to co- 
operate in the good work as soon as 
someone is sent to assist them to organ- 


ize. 
If we could reach the millions of Spirit- 
ualists and make plain to them what 
may be gained by thorough organiza- 
tion and co-operation work we would 
be happy and our cause would take the 
lead in the world’s reforms. 

The few missionaries the N. S. A. is 
able to send out now can reach com- 
paratively but a small proportion of the 
many Spiritualists of the country. Many 
of the few they do reach, as is plainly 
seen, are ready to join the organization 
and put in practice their belief in co- 
operation. 

We have often told that there are 
millions of Spiritualists in the United 
States; if so, what kind of spiritualists 
must many of them be? Judging from 
the support some of them are giving to 
the Cause, they must be very poor, or 
mighty stingy. 

If there are one hundred thousand 
Spiritualists in this country that could 
be induced to pay into the N. S. A. 
treasury annually fifty cents each, the 
Board would have fifty thousand dol- 
lars each year, with which they could 
build homes for our indigent and helpless 
mediums, homes for the aged, sick and 
poor Spiritualists, homes for the orphan 
children of Spiritualists where they 
could be reared under the beautiful teach- 
ings of our philosophy. With this small 
amount from each one of the number 
named, colleges could be built, libraries 
established, chairs endowed for the in- 
vestigation and teaching of the great 
truth that Spiritualism has brought and 
is bringing to the world. The great- 
est desire of every true Spiritualist to 
make Spiritualism what it should be in 
the eyes of the world, could be realized 
for a half dollar each per year from one 
hundred thousand Spiritualists. Why is 
not this money forthcoming? I will 


answer: Because we are not thoroughly 


organized. There is no other valid 
reason. When we can reach the Spirit- 
ualists through thorough organization 
all this and much more will be accom- 
plished. Fellow Spiritualists let us be- 
stir ourselves, showing our self respect 
and love of our cause. 

The recent decision in the McElroy 
will case ought to be a sufficient incen- 
tive to all Spiritualists to band them- 
selves together for self protection. This 
decision virtually damps all of the Spirit - 
ualists of the world into one heap and 
labels them lunaties. 

All people including the judges and 
the juries who are ignorant of the sub- 
ject of Spiritualism, should be enlighten- 
ed. We may do a mighty work in all 
departments of reform and help to make 
the world a better place in which to 
live, at the same time giving to the 
people a knowledge of the life to come. 
Spiritualism is doing it now, let us all 
help.
